Definite action was taken by 
the Sierra Madre city council at 
their meeting Wednesday evening 
whereby special engineer Henry 
Gierlich, in charge of improve¬ 
ment work on Central Avenue, 
was instructed to include in the 
project an ornamental lighting 
system not to exceed a cost of 
one dollar per front foot of prop¬ 
erty on that street. 

This action was taken immedi¬ 
ately following a report by Mrs. 
Jessica Wright, secretary of the 
Central Avenue Property Owners' 
Association, to the effect that a 
thorough canvass of the property 
owners along both East and West 
Central showed a substantial ma¬ 
jority in favor of such a new 
lighting system. This same can¬ 
vass, however, whereby every 
Central Avenue property owner 
either local or absentee was given 
an opportunity to express his or 
her opinion on the matter, show¬ 
ed an overwhelming sentiment 
against paving or resurfacing 
West Central at this time.

A TRIBUTE TO KIWANIS 

By F. W. McKnight, M, D., of the Cle Elum, 
Washington, Club. 

It seems only yesterday that a few of us 
gathered with the district organizer and sought 
a charter for the Cle Elum club. Short on 
membership, we managed to secure a special 
dispensation from Kiwanis International giving 
us the privilege of organizing with a member¬ 
ship of 35. 

We began in the face of a well developed 
phobia that any community club was foreor¬ 
dained to failure. This tradition took its incep¬ 
tion in the disaster that had followed abortive 
attempts to establish a commercial club here 
and in Roslyn, This state of mind reacted upon 
the community much the same as an inferiority 
complex often works a demoralizing Influence 
on the individual. 

Yet, despite secret misgivings among our¬ 
selves and outspoken predictions of failure from 
the outside, our club weathered the storms of 
doubt, and lived through the stagnation and 
calm that sometimes followed our flashes of 
over efficiency. 

Today we find the club functioning normally, 
a mobile organization, carrying on with every 
reason favoring a prognosis of continued exist¬ 
ence, with it a background of achievement in 
the past and a rainbow shining just ahead in 
promise of its future. 

One turns in quest of the solution of the al¬ 
most mysterious potency of this great organ¬ 
ization in claiming the warm loyalty of its 
membership and the answer is found in that 
intangible thing we call the spirit of Kiwanis. 
Without entering into a discussion of the psy¬ 
chology of the mind in these relationships, we 
find that men are profoundly moved and active¬ 
ly responsive to any concerted effort inspired 
by some glorified idea to serve as its ideal. 

Despite the tendency of some free thinkers 
and so-called debunkers, to scoff and question 
the altruism of the community club worker, it 
still remains a fact that in reviewing our own 
contribution to society and to our fellows, we 
find an increasing and abiding satisfaction in 
the contemplation of any purely impersonal ser¬ 
vice and sacrifice we have ever made. 

It seems that the advent of the service club, 
with its attempt to minimize selfishness and 
its multiple and concrete efforts to accomplish 
something worthy for the good of others, is 
a long step in attaining a nobler civilization. 
If we are to progress, it will only be through 
an observance of these fundamentals and it is 
well that you should do your part.

Pupil Tells 
About Visit 

Sierra Mad re Delegation of 
Parents Marvel at the 
Advantages

195 Santa Anita Court. 

(Miss Scott is a pupil in Wood- 
row Wilson and this story is her 
contribution to the "Oive-thc- 
kiddies-a-chance” campaign. > 
“Well, it’s about time that some 
of our parents were coming over 
to Wilson to find out just how 
lucky we are to have such a line 
school,” said the Sierra Madre 
students of the Woodrow Wilson 
junior high as they saw the del¬ 
egation from Sierra Madre in¬ 
specting the various departments 
of the school last Tuesday. 

One of the mothers compared 
the small gas plate she cooked on 
when she took home economics in 
school to the complete gas ranges 
and utensils provided the girls at 
Wilson. Another wanted to spend 
all of her time looking at skele¬ 
tons, flsh and specimens in the 
biology laboratory, and all of 
them expressed the desire to re¬ 
turn to their school days after 
watching the school paper being 
run off in the print shop and see¬ 
ing the shapely little boats which 
are being modeled in the wood 
shop by some of our Sierra Mad¬ 
re boys. 

The delegation was surprised 
by the extraordinary facilities for 
specialization in vocational sub¬ 
jects, an excess of which being 
one of the goals toward which 
Wilson Is working. 

Students receive special super- i 
vision in music, art, business 
training, home economics or shop 
work, which could not be sup¬ 
plied them if they were brought 
back to the Sierra Madre ele- 
mentaty school. 

The children of the eighth 
grade are given a course in gen¬ 
eral science as well as a "broad¬ 
ening and finding" course in lan¬ 
guage to aid them in deciding 
what subjects to specialize in 
when planning their college pre¬ 
paratory courses. 

Each child is individually di¬ 
rected as to what course to 
choose in relation to vocational 
plans, by the able counselor. Miss 
Mildred C. Scott, who stresses 
the idea of choosing the voca¬ 
tional occupation early and work- 
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ing up to it. 

Besides the regular training re¬ 
ceived in the school periods in 
physical education, the boys and 
girls are allowed to remain after 
1 school on Tuesdays and Thurs¬ 
days for practice games, super¬ 
vised by the physical education 
! instructors. 

The playground constantly un¬ 
der the watchful eye of Mr. 
Charlson, one of the teachers, 
leaves little reason for the pat¬ 
ents’ being disturbed about their 
children who have to wait for the 
last busses. Also the library is 
open for the convenience of those 
wishing to study before or after 
school. 

The beautiful library, which 
I contains 9000 new books, is 
equipped with the best lighting 
and atmosphere for study. 

Not only the library is sup- 
! plied with an excellent diffusion 
’ of light, but the entire school 
] contains a lighting arrangement 
which is of the best. 

Now that distance is not to be 
considered and time is the thing 
in question, it takes just as much 
time to walk to the Sierra Madre 
grammar school as it does the 
bus to make the trip to Wood- 
row Wilson.

The Adminis¬ 
trative offices are at the center 
entrance, while on the west lies 
the kindergarten department with 
its special rooms; and on the 
east, taking advantage of the 
sloping site, Is the hall, which 
will be used daily for assemly 
and instructive work. 

Directly to the rear and con¬ 
nected with the assembly is a 
cafeteria, with ample seating ca-

The main class room building 
Is two stories, containing twelve 
class rooms. A feature of the 
plan is the special large class¬ 
room on the second floor. This 
has the entire south side open 
and in fine weather cots can be 
arranged on the roof of the Ad¬ 
ministration unit for those stu¬ 
dents requiring a special amount 
of sunlight.
